At 
the  !a-st  of  these  attempt ^  the  life- 
boat got  near  enough  for  a  grapnel 
to  be  thrown  into  the  rigging,  but 
a  big  sea  flung  hm  against  the 
wreck,  her  side  was  holed,  and  the 
grapxwl-llne  parted. 

*Tbe  ooxswaia  knew  that  tlie  two 
men  had  lieen  clinging  In  tlie 

rltriflnK  for  many  hours.  They  must 
be  very  near  the  point  of  complete 
exhaustion.  At  any  moment  they 
might  drop  out  of  the  rigging.  He 
must  aet  quickly.''
